Council Overrides Mayor’s 
Vetd of Resolution Giving 
It Permission to Break 
Board Deadlocks. 


Atlanta women who desire to par- 
ticipate politically in the administra- 
tion of the city’s affairs saw their 
hopes blasted yesterday when the\gen- 
eral council sustained Mayor Jamea, G. 


Woodward's veto of the proposed cha?- 
ter amendment admitting women as 
members of four chartered boards. 

In his message to council Mayor 
Woodward took the position that by 
adding five more members to the edu- 
cational, park, library and. hospital 
boards, making the membership seven- 
teen instead of twelve, these bodies 
would be made too unwieldy and less 
useful, and he pointed to fis attitude 
in the recent charter fight as a prece- 
dent for his action. 

When the mayor's message was read 
before council it was voted to appoint 
@ committee of five to discuss the ve- 
toes ,seven in number, among which 
was the suffrage amendment. Three 
members of the committee voted on 
@ report sustaining the mayor. They 
took the position that while women 
should be allowed on boards, still they 
should not be added along with the 
twelve now provided by the charter, 
but should be made eligible to take 
the places of retiring members. The 
other members of the committee 
thought that women should be made 
eligible to take places on the board 
and serve whenever elected. 

When the veto was finally offered 
to council for vote it was sustained by 
a vote of 17 against 109. 

Woodward's Explanation. 


Mayor Woodward's 
his action is: 

“In returning the matter of placing 
ladies on the different’ boards of your city, 
I do so, not with the desire of vetoing same, 
or because I am opposed to ladies being 
on those said boards, but I return it to 
your body because of the addition of five 
members to these different boards. Those 
different boards are composed of twelve 
members each at the present time, and the 
idea of increasing that membership to sev- 
enteen means to make them too unwieldly 
and less useful. ' 

“If you will pass up a measure leaving 
the membership at twelve, and as vacan- 
cies occur, place ladies on the boards, up 
to a certain number, I will take pleasure 
in approving same. It might be better 
to pass up,an ordinance, or if it is neces- 
sary in the amendment of the charter cre- 
ating lady members of these _ different 
boards, that you make their connection 
therewith something similar to the board 
of education, only increasing their power 
by giving them the right of initiating leg- 
islation. That is, whenever they desire a 
measure placed betore the board for ac- 
tion, that they shall have the authority 
to do so, and not upon the mére idea of 
recommending to boards. It might be that 
this feature would prove more effective and 
satisfactory to the ladies, and at the same 
time be of benefit to the different depart- 
ments that you have selected for them 
to occupy positions on boards. 


Of the twelve charter amendments 
adopted by the general council last 
Monday, five were approved by the 
mayor and seven were vetoed.

Alderman Aibert Thomson, chairman 
of the charter amendment committee, 
arguing on behalf of the amendment, 
declared that Mayor Woodward him- 
self had agreed that the chief of con- 
struction should be elected by council 

“What reason does the mayor give 
for vetoeing the amendment?” asked 
Alderman John 8S. Owens, of Alderman 
Thomson. 

“I don’t know,” he replied, ‘except 
that possibly the mayor expects to run 
again this fall.” 

Mayor Woodward also vetoed the 
resolution authorizing an amendment 
giving the city police power to regu- 
late the smoke nuisance one mile out- 
side the city limits. The veto was 
sustained by reason of council's fail- 
ure to vote the requisite two-thirds 
majority. ‘ 

Aimed at Martha’s Home? 

Quite a sensation Was sprung by 
Mayor Woodward, in his message ve- 
toeing the amendment authorizing the 
city to exercise police power in the 
regulation of fertilizer plants and cem- 
eteries in the city limits. The mayor 
intimated that the amendment was 
aimed at the Martha’s home, the in- 
stitution maintained by the Men and 
Religion Forward Movement for fallen 
women. The_home is located in the 
seventh ward, and is a source of con- 
siderable objection by the people ef 
the seventh ward.

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09,000 RAIL MEN 
MAY GO ON STRIKE 


Vote Being Taken on 98 
Roads West of Chicago. 
Efforts to Settle the Trou- 
ble Have Failed. 


Chicago, June 1.—A referendum vote 
as to whether the 55,000 enginters 
and firemen on ninety-eight railroads 
west of Chicago shall strike will be 
taken at once. This was the announce- 
ment of Warren-S. Stone, grand chief 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, and W. S. Carter, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen, tonight after ne- 
gotiations between the firemen and 
engineers and the general managers’ 
committee, representing the railroads, 
had been. broken off. 

The railroads late today gave a final 
refusal to the demands of the train- 
men for wage increases and new work- 
ing conditions. 

Mr. Stone said it probably will re- 
quire about thirty days to complete 
the vote. In the meantime no further 
proposals will be submitted. 

Negotiations have been going 
here for nearly three months. 
railroads involved include practically 
all the lines in the United States west 
of Chicago including the Illinois Cen- 
tral and all lines in Canada west of 
Fort Williams except the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. They have a total extent of 
140,000 miles and annually pay $67,- 
750,000 in wages to the engineers and 
firemen. 

The general managers’ committee in 
a statement says that the demands of 
the men would increase the pavrolls 
of the departments approximately 50 
per cent.

BETTER FAGILITIES 
FOR FIRE FIGHTING 
IN ATLANTA URGED 


Present Facilities of Local 
Department Criticized at 
Many Points in National 
Fire Underwriters’ Report. 


ASK INDEFINITE TERM 
FOR THE FIRE CHIEF 


Additional Companies De- 
clared Needed in Outlying 
Districts—Third of Hose 
in Questionable Condition. 


The committee on fire prevention of 
the National. Board of Fire Under- 
writers, which has just rendered 
complete report on the city of Atlanta, 
recommends many important changes 
and improvements in the city’s fire pro- 
tection system. 

The report criticises 
fighting facilities at many points. It 
cites that the pumping capacity is in- 
adequate, and that while pressures gen- 
erally are well maintained, they are 
only fair in the congested valve dis- 
trict. 

The report gives Chief W. B. Cum- 
mings a clean bill of health as a capa- 
ble fire chief. The department, how- 
ever, says the report is slightly under- 
manned and supervision is not wholly 
satisfactory. Additional companies are 
needed in the outlying districts. The 
chemical service is declared deficient. 
One-third of the hose supply is found 
to be in questionable condition. The 
fire methods and the manner in which 
records are kept was found by the 
committee to be mainly satisfactory. 

Financial Support Needed. 

The department is in need of more 
financial support, declares the report. 

The fire alarm system was commend- 
ed, with the exception that better in- 
ternal fire protection is needed. 

Fire department auxiliaries, such as 
police co-operation, were pronounced 


adequate. 

The building inspector’s department 
was given a clean bill of health, with 
the recommendation that the fire limits 
and the shingle-roof limits be extended 

Conflagration hazard in the congest- 
ed valve district, says the report, is 
somewhat reduced by recent. construc- 
tion, but the potential hazard is still 
high for the southern section of the 
city. Buildings of improved construc- 
tion and automatic sprinkler equip- 
ments have greatly reduced hazards on 
the north side of the city. 

Important Recommendations. 

The following are some of the recom- 
mendations made by the report: 

That an employee of the water de- 
partment respond to first alarm fires in 
high value district and to all second 
alarm fires, to cut out broken service 
connections and hydrants and other- 
wise to co-operate with the fire de- 
partment. 

That the reliability of the 
works be increased as follows: 

Additional boilers aggregating 600- 
horse power to be installed at the 
Chattahoochee pumping station. 

The proposed 48-inch main from the 
coagulating basins to *he filters to be 
laid at once, to complete the duplica- 
tion of the supply works. 

An additional clear water basin of at 
least 2,000,000 gallons capacity to be 
constructed and suitably connected to 
the pumps. This could advantageously 
be done in connection with the instal- 
lation of additonal filter units. nt 

That changes and additions at the 
Hemphill pumping station be made as 
follows: 

(a) Install additional boilers aggre- 
gating 600-horse power. 

(b) Install 20,000,000 gallons 
tional pumping capacity. 

(c) Install an automatic sprinkler 
system throughout boiler and pump 
rooms from the rest of the building by 
approved fire doors on standard fire 
walls.

WIE OF HUERTA 
AND HER 4 SONS 
FLEEING MEXICO? 


Reported That They Are 
Secret Passengers on the 
Steamer Ypiranga Which 
Sailed From Vera Cruz 
Monday. 


Vera Cruz, June 1.—Coincident with 
the sailing of the Hamburg-American 
steamer Ypiranga from here late to- 
day, persistent rumors, originating in 
Mexico City and brought here by refu- 
gees, were circulated that Senora 
Huerta and her four sons were aboard 
the ship. The Ypiranga cleared for 
Europe by way of Havana. As she left 
the: harbor the German cruiser Dres- 
den unexpectedly hauled up her an- 
choir and followed at sea. There was 
a report that the liner’s destination 
was Puerto Mexico. 

Neither Brigadier 
nor any other army officer 
heard the rumor that of the 
Huerta family were aboard the Ypiran- 
ga until after the steamer had sailed 
There is no means to verify the report 
or to get a positive denial. 

Element of Mystery. 

A similar report of a more vagua 
nature was in circulation Saturday, but 
this the ship’s officers and agents de- 
nied. There was an element of mys- 
tery, however, in eight locKed rooms, 
Originally reserved for Dr. Urrutia, 
the former minister of the interior, 
which were not otherwise disposed, al- 
though he had proceeded to the United 
States. 

According to the reports 
City, Senora Huerta and her sons went 
to Puerto Mexico several days ago on 
a special train, escorted by palace 
guards, boarded the Ypiranga there 
and remained in seclusion during the 
steamer’s stay in this port. 

reneral Funston said that this might 
be possible, as no attempt had been 
made to ascertain who was aboard the 
steamer. It was reported also from the 
capital that Senora Hvwvferta drew from 
the bank 1,000,000 pesos before she 
started. 

Huerta May Depart Secretly. 

Still another report from the capital 
had it that President Huerta himself 
had left for Puerto Mexico several 
davs ago in a sleeping car, with train 
loads of the Twenty-ninth infantry 
ahead and behind. Refugees declare 
that they passed a train of this 
nature this morning on the way 
from Mexico City and noted that more 
than 300 soldiers of the Twenty-ninth 
infantry were aboard.

DOMINANT SENTIMENT, 

The telegram, in part, follows: 

“The dominant sentiment of the con- 
stitutionalists regarding the proceed- 
ings of the mediation commission at 
Niagara Falls is one of astonishment 
that there should be such an apparent 
lack of understanding on the part of 
that body, not only with regard 
conditions in Mexico, but as to the 
titude of the constitutionalists regard- 
ing the mediators. This lack of under- 
standing is not confined to the 
missioners themselves, but seems to be 
shared by a large portion of the Amer- 
ican press as well as by the go 
ment. 

“Judging from what has been 
lished from day to day, the 
appear to consider General ‘{ 
and his followers as a negligible quan- 
tity, scarecly worthy of attention, and 
who, perforce, must agree to whatever 
conclusion the commission may reach. 
They do not seem to be aware of the 
fact that the constitutionalists are 
conquerors, that they have inaugurated 
and carried almost to a successful com- 
pletion a revolution, and that. this 
means the establishment of a govern- 
ment entitled to recognition by the rest 
of the world. Recent successes of the 
constitutionalist army, and others that 
are imminent, are conclusive proof 
that the power of Huerta is practically 
ended. Hig troops will not fight. They 
either run away or join their oppo- 
nents with every sign of willingness. 
MEXICAN CAPITAL 
READY TO FALL, 

“All that prevents the constitution- 
alists from entering Mexico City to- 
day is the physical obstacle of the de- 
struction of the railroads. With com- 
munication restored, which is being 
accomplished with rapidity, the army 
would be in Mexico City in less than 
a week, Yet the constitutionalist 
leaders point to the deliberations of 
the cOmmission and the statements of 
the press as absolutely ignoring this 
situation.

“No one, the constitutionalist lead- 
ers point Out, who has had any ac- 
quaintance with the objects and pur- 
poses of their movements, would 
fancy that they would ever consent to 
have anything to do with any one 
heretofore connected with Huerta. 
‘The constitutionalists make it plain 
[beyond question they will recognize 
‘a government established under the 
plan of Guadalupe at the triumph of 
ithe revolution. According to this plan 
the commander in chief of the con- 
stitutionalist army will be the pro- 
visional president of the Mexican re- 
public while the elections are being 
verified and constitutional order is re- 
stored. They point out the fact the 
conquerors are not usually wont to 
permit the conquered to dictate the 
terms of peace, which is practically 
what is to be asked of them by the 
commission. Constitutionalists are 
especially caustic in their comment on 
the proposal of the commission to take 
up the Agrarian question and propose 
some form of settlement. They de- 
clare that this is a purely internal 
problem and that they will tolerate no 
outside interference. 

“Indeed this is their attitude with 
regard to the, entire proceedings of 
the mediation commission. They de- 
clare that if let alone they will settle 
the entire Mexican problem in a few 
months, and in proof of their ability 
to do this, point to what they have 
already accomplished in the way of 
driving the federals from two-thirds 
of the country with the imminent pros- 
pect of securing the other third in no 
great time.

With nearly two-thirds of 
Mexico in their control and now being 
restored to a basis of peace after four 
years of civil strife, the constitutional- 
ist leaders fail to see what peaceful 
measures could be brought to bear to 
constrain them to accept the plan, 
They assert that with an army of ap- 
proximately 50,000 men in the field the 
occupation of the remainder of Mexi- 
co, the capture of the capital and the 
elimination of Huerta and his follow- 
ers is a matter of not more than two 
months. 

“Should any or all of the foreign 
nations party to the conference at Ni- 
agara Falls decide, as a result of that 
conference, called to promote peace, 
to use force to secure acceptance of 
their plan, the constitutionalists feel 
that it would present a situation so 
contradictory as to be ludicrous. 


AGRARIAN SOLUTION 
CAUSES LAUGHTER. 


“The announcement that a basis had 
been secured for the solution of the 
agrarian question was received with 
laughter. The constitutionalists do 
not recognize the right of the media- 
tors to rule concerning this subfect, 
especially as the stand of the Huerta 
party on the matter largely was re- 
sponsible for the unrest in Mexico. 

“The constitutionalists assert the 
foreign mediators have pot been able 
to settle this question in their own 
countries, and vet they apparently take 
it upon themselves to settle so grave 
a matter for a country of whose local 
conditions they must be ignorant. The 
leaders explain the agrarian problem 
is one for local settlement and that 
the only parties to the Niagara plan 
who understand local conditions are 
men who hold radically opposite views 
to those of the great majority in Mex- 
ico. The inference that Huerta might 
become a candidate for president at a 
future election is regarded as impos- 
sible. He is regarded as a criminal 
by the constitutionalists and that he 
Should tecome a candidate for any- 
thing except .the guillotine or the elec- 
tric chair is not considered seriously 
by them.” 


MEDIATORS WANT 
MORE INFORMATION. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 1.—More' 
explicit information about the attitude 
of General Carranza than was con- 
tained in his last communication 
brought bv Juan F. Urquidi, or the 
unofficial statement to the press tele- 
graphed from Durango tonight, is 
awaited by the mediators before de- 
ciding on the subject of constitution- 
alist representation here. This may be 
obtained from the Washington. gov- 
ernment. 

The mediators are preparing a reply 
to the message brought by Urquidi. 
The statement from Durango did not 
clarify the situation as to the points 
they are interested in: Whether Car- 
ranza will agree to an armistice for 
ten days or two weeks or more, and 
whether his representatives would 
agree to discuss the entire subject of 
pacification of Mexico. 

The expression from Durango did 
not alter the opinion of the mediators 
toward the _  constitutionalists. The 
diplomats claim that from the very 
outset they have kept the interests of 
the constitutionalists in mind, and'‘have 
Planned to give them as great a share 
in the new government as is propor- 
tionate with their strength. 

As to the military side the 
tration of federal forces at San Luis 
Potosi, where the Huerta troops are 
confident of checking the constitution- 
alist advance, is in line with the gen- 
eral belief here that the capture of 
Mexico City is still months away. 

The American delegates argued at 
length with the mediators today about 
constitutionalist participation, and at 
the conclusion of the conference Jus- 
tice Lamar said that he was “hope- 
ful,” and that the views presented were 
“not so far apart.’ 

The issue is squarely 
mediators for decision.

What States Must Do. 


To secure the benefits of these ap- 
propriations the state must accept, 
through its legislature, the provisions 
ot the bill and create or designate a 
State board, consisting of not less than 
three menibers, with power to co-oper- 
ate with the federal board. A state 
board of education or other body hav- 
ing charge of the administration of 
public education in the state, or any 
state board having charge of voca- 
tional education, if the state so elects, 
may be designated as the state board 
for the purposes of this act. The state 
board must prepare: plans showing the 
kinds of vocational education for 
which it is proposed that the appro- 
priation shall be used; the kinds of 
school and equipment, coarses of study, 
methods of instruction and qualifica- 
tions of teachers. These plans must 
be approved by the federal board. 

Appropriations for salaries of teach- 
ers must be devoted exclusively to this 
purpose by the state board. For each 
dollar of federal money expended for 
this item the state or local community 
or both must expend an equal amount. 
The expenditure must be made under 
a plan of supervision set up by the 
state board and approved by the fed- 
eral board. 

To secure the benefits of the appro- 
priation for salaries the state board 
must meet definite requirements in its 
plan for agricultural education. This 
education must be given in schools and 
classes supported and controlled by 
the public. Its purpose must be to 
fit for useful employment. It must be 
less than college grade and designed 
to meet the needs of persons over 14 
years of age, who have entered upon 
or who are preparing to enter upon 
the work of the farm or of the farm 
home as a vocation. The state or local] 
community or both must provide the 
necessary plant and equipment deter- 
mined upon by the state board with 
the approval of the federal board. The 
schools must provide for directed or 
supervised practice in agriculture, 
either on the home farm or on the 
farm provided for by the school for 
at least six months a year. 

Trade and Industrial Education. 

Substantially the same requirements 
must be met by the state board in its 
plan for trade and industrial educa- 
tion. The instruction for persons who 
have not entered upon employment 
must extend over a period not less than 
nine months in the year and not less 
than thirty hours a week. At least 
half of the time of such instruction 
must be given to actual practice ona 
useful or productive basis, either in 
the school shop or in a commercial 
shop. One-third of the money expend- 
ed for salaries must be applied to part- 
time schools or classes. Sixteen years 
is made the maximum entrance re- 
quirement for evening industrial 
schools whose instruction must be sup- 
plemental to the daily employment. 

Similar requirements obtain In re- 
gard to the plan of the state board for 
training of vocational subjects. Such 
training must be given only to persons 
who have had adequate vocational ex- 
perience Or contact in the line of work 
for which they are preparing them- 
selves as teachers or who are acquir- 
ing this experience or contact as part 
of their training. 

The state must appoint its state 
treasurer as custodian of the federal 
grant. If anv portion of the fund an- 
nually allotted to any state has not 
been expended for the purpose pro- 
vided for, a sum equal to this portion 
shall be deducted from the next suc- 
ceeding annual allotment. The fed- 
eral board may withhold anv allot- 
ment whenever it shal] appear that the 
money is not being expended by the 
state for the purpose provided. If any 
portion of the money received by the 
state custodian is diminished, lost or 
misapplied, it must be replaced by the 
state. Until this is done no subsequent 
appropriation will be made to the state. 
It is specifically provided that no 
money shall b@ applied to the purchase, 
erection or repair of buildings or 
equipment, or for the purchase or 
rental of land. 

Precedent for Speed and Economy. 


For speed and economy in preparing 
a report this commission has establish- 
ed a precedent. It has made its re- 
port on time. It has done its work in 
less than two months. Of an original 
appropriation of $15,000 it has returned 
a substantial amount. 

The commission was created on Jan- 
uary 20 with instructions to consider 
the subject of national aid for voca- 
tional education and to report its find- 
ings and recommendations not later 
than June 1. It organized April 2 by 
electing Senator Hoke Smith, of Geor- 
gia, as chairman.

COMETS. 


A comet is a large and luminous head 
backed up with nothing but a few million 
miles of tail. This would make the comet 
a great natural curiosity if it were alive 
and lived on earth. But the comet is an 
astronomical phenomenon and is usually ob- 
served only in the headlines of our leading 
dailies. Everyone knows about comets, but 
few have seen them except the earnest hard- 
working astronomers who spend their nights 
roaming the illimitable either with a single- 
barreled telescope, weighing and registering 
new-born constellations and announcing the 
arrival and departure of regularly scheduled 
celestial bodies in words that have to be 
taken apart like a fishrod in order to be car- 
ried in a suit case. 

Comets are distinguished by their impres- 
sive appearance when they can be seen and 
by their wandering disposition. The comet 
travels from solar system to solar system, 
making a regular territory with all the faith- 
fulness of a grocery salesman. But a comet 
only visitS the trade once in fifty to fifty 
thousand years. This is its great advantage. 
By the time it comes back the descendants of 
its customers have forgotten all comphints. 

The most celebrated comet working this 
territory at present is Halley’s comet. In 
1909 it made its regular visit, and as those 
who had seen it seventy-five years ago had 
almost all died, its advertising agents were 
able to work up an immense interest in its 
arrival. It turned out to be a frayed fraud 
of irregular habits and no brilliancy, and 
every one was dissatisfied. But in another 
seventy-five years it will draw the same old 
crowd. 

No comet has come near enough to the 
earth to allow the scientist to cut off a 
sample from its tail, but our most expert 
authorities say that said tail is of almost 
inconceivable tenuity, like the plot of a 
musical comedy, and could be packed in a 
suitcase like the costumes for the same. A 
comet’s head is sometimes hundreds of thou- 
sands of miles in diameter, and this fact 
often creates great nervousness, as visiting 
comets travel without dispatchers’ orders and 
do not turn out for anything. However, 
astronomers assure us that comets’ heads are 
mostly gaserous, intermingled with small 
solid particles a few hundred miles in diame- 
ter. This should be a great comfort to all 
g00d dodgers.

BUTTER. 


Butter is a lubricant which enables bread 
to go down easily.

Butter in its natural state is smooth, firm, 
greasy and cream colored. However, man 
likes his butter yellow, so it is colored by

STATE CONVICT CAMPS 
ROASTED BY CRABTREE 


Minister Says Little Attention 
Is Paid to Rules of Legisla- 
ture and the Commission. 


Admitting that there have ‘been im- 
provements in convict camp conditions 
in Georgia since the recent probe by 
the grand jury, Rev. George W. Crab- 
tree, prison evangelist of the Presby- 
terian church in the United States, 
charges that on the whole the convict 
camps are a disgrace to the state, 

“The filthy animal cages used in 
some counties,” he says, “are awful to 
think of. Think of a cage, eighteen 
feet long, eight feet wide and eight 
feet high, and in this cage eighteen 
men in eighteen iron bunks! The 
prisoner can’t sit up, but has to go 
to bed to keep from sitting ina 
cramped position. 

“Very little attention is paid to the 
rules that have been laid down by the 
legislature and the prison commission. 
Almost all of the prisoners are still in 
stripes in spite of the law passed by 
the last legislature. The whipping, 
however, has been reduced 60 per 
cent.” 

Rev. Crabtree has been in the city 
about ten days lecturing on prison re- 
form, and holding services at the vari- 
ous convict camps of Fulton county. 
Both the warden and the new superin- 
tendent have been holding religious 
services among the prisoners the last 
two Sundays. Mr. Crabtree finds that 
the Fulton county camps are clean and 
neat. 

Mr. Crabtree was sent out six months 
ago by his church and the Men and 
Religion Forward Movement, to inves- 
tigate camp conditions. He travels in 
la large wagon, and practically lives in 


it. Sometimes he cooks his meals and 
camps in the prison camps with the 
prisoners and guards,
